Orthod, Where men are perſecuted, they are 
indeed pitied ; and their patience gains more up- 
on the people , then the greateſt rorments can 
upon them : but where they are peeviſh, they 
have no Proſelytes, unleſs they are indulged too. 
If we brought you to the ſtake and flame, you 
might be pitied : but now after twenty years di- 
ſturbance, we defire you to be quiet, and pollels 
your ſouls inpatience, and lay aſide thoſe opini- 
onsand practices that miſled you, and troubled 
us; whowill take notice of you? unleſs your 
opinions ſeem ſo reaſonable, and your numbers 
ſo confiderable, that you muſt be forborn with ;

all the looſe, ambitious, proad, prophane, tur- 
bulent, coverous, diſcontented, malitious, poor 
people, ( which areyer the greateſt part of the 
people.) will fall in with the Recnfants or Non- 
conformiſts upon this ſame pretence of confci- 
ence: under which vizor , cover and diſguiſe, 
they will manage their worft deſignes, fatisfie 
their moſt unreaſonable paſſions, and promote 
their moſt dangerous intereſts: when Diſcipline 
checks them, under this pretence they derideit; 
when the Law threatneth, they negle& it; when 
the vigilance of Superiors watcheth them, they 
regard them not. Ina word, Here 1s a party 
unaccountable for their opinions and pradtices; 
There's the honeſt people that are accountable : 
Theſe mult needs obey for conſcience ſake; They 
may chuſe. How few aretheſe ! how many will 
the other be ! If a man be pamlſhed inthe Bi- 
{hops Court,he will turn fanatique to defie them: 
If another hath run into any miſcarriage,he eurns 
Nonconformiſt , and then he is ſecure. In 2

godly Miniſters have been (o taken up with the 
greater work of winning ſouls from conmen 
rophanene(s, that moſt have ſaid by their 
Defenſive Arms, and are grown too much 
nnzcquainted with theſe Controverites. Ve 
kave fo much noted how Controverlie in 
ther Countries hath eaten out much of the 
Power of Godlineſs, that we have fallen 
diſuſe into an unacquaintedreſs with the 
means of onr neceſſary Defence; and whale 
we thought we might lay by our Weaponz 
and buiJd with both hands, we are too muct 
unready to withſtand the adverſary. Alas, 
what work. would Liberty for Jeſuites and 
Fryars make in our Congregations 1n a {ey 
moneths ſpace ! 1 muſt confe(s this, though 
fome will think it 1s our diſhonour. It is not 
from any ftrengrh in their Cauſe, ( for they
